behind the demands of a union is the strike and the 
preposterous thing in public service is a strike. The 
two ideas are inherently antagonistic. re 


HERE’S SOMETHING PRACTICAL. 
As a political move the appointment of a volun- 
teer advisory board for the army and navy, com- 
posed of the country’s best advertised and most 
inventors, was a sagacious stroke. It 
was well calculated to quiet the fears of our citi- 
zens, optimistic always of the ingenuity and prac- 
ticality of our delvers in the mechanical arts. It 
cost the government nothing but a little irritation 
on the part of the navy and army experts. 
Much less spectacular, but of far greater import, 
ig the announcement which Bion J. Arnold made 
a few days ago. All of the members of the large 


institutes of engineers, civil, mechanical, electrical, 
} ete., are organized for service upon call. 


This is 
not an advisory body. It does not by its organiza- 
tion insinuate the inefficlency of the present army 
and navy experts. The only criticism their offer 
implied was against the numerical inefficiency of 
the engineering staffs, and that is hardly the fault 
of either the army or the navy. 

The advisory committee of the great inventors 
is inconsiderable, not because the members of it 
are inefficient or ignorant. They are just the re- 
verse. It is inconsiderable because it is not a part 


ot the army and navy organization and cannot with- 


out changing its character become a part of the 
organization. The significance of the association 
described by Mr. Arnold lies exactly in the fact 
that it may become at a moment’s notice a part 
of the*fational system of defense. 8 

Its conception is a sign that our American no- 
tion of individual heroism and individual efficiency 
is giving way to the more enlightened view of sys- 
tematic and disciplined effectiveness. 


SUPERVISING RAILROAD ISSUES. 

Now that President Wilson has taken up thd| 
proposed bill giving the interstate commerce com- 
mission authority over the issuance of stocks and 
bonds of common carriers as an administration 
measure thefe can be but little doubt of the out- 
come. The proposal already has the most power 
ful becking both in and out of the railroad field, 
and but little regpectable opposition. The service 
that the president will perform by his personal in- 
terest will be to guarantee the bill a preferred 
place on the calendar during the coming session, 


where it will have an opportunity. 


The same proposal failed at the last session and 
had not been considered seriously at former ses- 
sions because of general apathy, or possibly be- 
cause more pressing matters were pending. But 
the latest report of the financial methods that an 
ingenious mind can concefve shows that the pres- 
ent status of our regulation policy is so far short 
of effectiveness. We have regulated rates and 
the railroads in general, but left a hole in the de- 
fenses big enough to admit the most destructive 
enemy. All it takes is a fat property that has 
been built up by half a century of conservative 
management, a highly paid, faithful, and dispas- 
sionate lawyer to pick the way, and it is done.” 
The honest objection that can be foreseen will 
eome from the ultra conservative sources upon a 
general opposition to government supervision— | 
“meddling,” if it expresses the conviction the way 


j they would want it expressed—and that it assumes 


dishonesty. But the answer is that experience 
shows that there has been something of the kind 
at work. Such legislation does not assume that all 
are crooked, however. It is simply a social protec- 
tion against any one who might want to be. The 
bill win protect the railroads, the public, and the 
investors, and they are about all we are interested 
in protecting in the milroad business.

tion that Germany has avoided any issue which 
could interest Great Britain. | 

Great Britain and Russia are the aggressive fac- 
tors in the entente. France can defend France, but 
it cannot furnish the strength which is to defeat 
Germany. It may defeat any Austro-German cam- 
paign directed against it if late in the fall the cen- 
tral powers choose to hold along the Russian line 
and try again to put the French out of the way. 
Evidently every bit of French preparation has 
been in anticipation of the next strong invasion of 
France, but if France defeats the Germans it will 
be in France, not in Germany. N 

Great Britain has made great sacrifices. It is 
prepared to make more. It is the banker for the 
entente. It is the provider and the source of sup- 
plies. It holds the sea, Eventually it may have 
forces in the field sufficient for the need. The Germans 
ask nothing more of Great Britain than the restora- 
tion of colonial territory which the British have 
conquered. They offer to restore Belgium to the 
Belgians. This is essential in British opinion, not 
that it is mandatory upon Great Britain to have 
Belgians in Belgium but that it is mandatory not to 
have Germans there. 
Regarding the Belgian Congo, which Belgium is 
to give to Germany in return for the evacuation 
of Belgium, Great Britain may be indifferent, Great 
Britain must be considered as a full and satisfied 
empire. It will increase its possessions if lands 
come easily, but it is not necessary for it to pay 
great price for them. | ä i 

It is not jealous of German expansion which does 
not threaten the welfare of the British empire. It 
has consented on occasion to the expansion of Ger- 
man influence. That it would regard favorably any 
great increase in German power in Africa is to be 
doubted. The British are at the north and the south 
of that continent and they want their possessions 
consolidated. What concessions of ry they 
might regard as harmless to the great African scheme 
we do not know.’ ~ 
But apparently the Germans are striving to offer 
Great Britain every essential point for which that 


nation stands and to collect the price elsewhere and 


at places where Great Britain will not find itself 
hurt. | 
Russia, unless conscious that the injuries inflicted 
have been extremely serious, will regard the Ger- 
man proposals as impossible. The creation of a 
buffer state of Poland is a Russian scheme, but the 
creation was not to be Germanic. The giving up of 
Courland would be a national humiliation. The par- 
tition of Serbia would be a Slay humiliation. | 
Such terms could be offered only a thoroughly de- 
feated nation. If Russia is thoroughly defeated the 
German proposal, considered as the maximum de- 
mand offered for bargaining, might be a basis for a
